VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
SECOND QUARTER OF 1939 


The issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ dated 
20 July 1939 included a review in some detail of the 
oversea trade of the United Kingdom during the second 
quarter of 1939 as compared with the trade in the pre- 
vious quarter and in the second quarter of 1938, dealing 
specifically with certain important classes of goods, 
details of the external trade in which are recorded by 
quantities in the monthly Trade Accounts. 


In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom there is given, on pages 119-122, a 
comparison between the import and export trade of the 
second quarter of the year 1939 and the trade of the 
corresponding quarters of 1985 and 1938; this com- 
parison is based on a re-valuation of the trade of all 
three periods at the average values shown by the 
records of the whole year 1935. The results establish 
a relation between the volume of our external trade in 
each of these periods, eliminating the factor of price 
changes, and they also furnish an index of the aggre- 
gate effect of the alterations in prices which have taken 
place since 1935. By relating these data to similar data 
previously calculated in respect of preceding periods, 
a broad review can be made of the trend of our oversea 
trade on a quantitative basis and also of the price varia- 
tions experienced in that trade since 1935. 


If may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
sea trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the re-valuation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the period January- 
June 1939, at the average values of 1935, are sum- 
marised in the following table, in which, also, figures 
for the corresponding period of 1935 are inserted for 
purposes of comparison. The corresponding figures for 
1938 will be found in a later table.

On the basis of declared values, imports showed a 
very substantial increase for the first six months of the 
year in comparison with the corresponding period of 
1935, and exports of United Kingdom goods were also 
appreciably greater in value; for re-exports there was 
asmall decline. Allowing for price changes which have 
occurred in the interval, the volume of imports is seen 
to have increased by 14 per cent., and exports of United 
Kingdom goods by 5 per cent., while the volume of re- 
exports has fallen by 11 per cent. 


Comparing the first half of this year with the corre- 
sponding period of 1938, imports increased in volume 
by 2 per cent., and domestic exports by 5 per cent., 





while re-exports declined by 10 per cent. These 
changes in volume were accompanied by declines in 
average values of 6 per cent. for imports, 5 per cent. for 
re-exports and 4 per cent. for United Kingdom exports. 


In comparison with the second quarter of 1938, 
imports last quarter increased in volume by 7 per cent. 
and domestic exports by 74 per cent., while re-exports 
declined by 16 per cent. Average values of imports 
declined by 5 per cent., of domestic exports by 3 per 
cent. and of re-exports by 4 per cent. 


Comparing the second quarter of this year with the 
first, imports increased in volume by 5 per cent., con- 
trary to the normal seasonal movement; for exports of 
United Kingdom goods there was a slight decline, 
seasonal in character, while re-exports showed no 
appreciable change. Changes in average values com- 
pared with the previous quarter were insignificant for 
imports and exports, while for re-exports there was a 


fall of 3 per cent. 


Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in 1930, 1935 and 1937, in each of the quarters of last 
year and in the first and second quarters of the current 
year, are shown in the following table, the figures in

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—United Kingdom exports 
of food, drink and tobacco last quarter were 10 per cent. 
greaicr in volume than in the second quarter of 1938, 
and 23 per cent. more than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1935. The increase over a year ago was shared by 
all except two of the groups for which information is 
available, and amounted to 16 per cent. for beverages 
and cocoa preparations, the largest group. For the 
class as a whole the volume of exports was 2 per cent. 
sreater than in the first quarter of this year. For the 
six months there was an increase of 5 per cent. com- 
pared with last year. 

Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
were 4 per cent. higher than a year earlier, the rise as 
compared with the second quarter of 1935 being slightly 
smaller. For beverages and cocoa preparations, 
average values were 84 per cent. higher than in the 
second quarter of 1938, and the increase for the impor- 
tant ‘‘ other food ’’? group amounted to 10 per cent. 
For the class as a whole average values showed a small 
rise compared with the previous quarter.

Compared with a year ago 
there was a rise of 14 per cent. in exports of coal and 
a similar decline in exports of raw wool, etc., the second 
largest group. Non-ferrous ores and scrap showed an 
increase of 21 per cent. and unmanufactured oils a fall 
of 12 per cent. For the class as a whole exports were 
5 per cent. greater in volume than in the first quarter 
of the year. Exports increased by 6 per cent. in the 
half-year compared with the corresponding period of 
1988. 

Average values of exports of raw materials were 2 
per cent. lower than a year ago, but 20 per cent. higher 
than in the second quarter of 1935. Compared with 
last year, the average value of the coal exported fell by 
5 per cent.; among the remaining groups only four 
declines were recorded, and of these that for raw wool, 
etc., was under one per cent. For the class as a whole 
average values were 2 per cent. higher than in the 
previous quarter, this being the first rise since the first 
quarter of 1988.

For the class as a whole the volume of 
exports was 2 per cent. smaller than in the previous 
quarter. Exports of manufactured goods during the 
half-year were 5 per cent. greater than last vear, 

Average values of manufactured goods exported were 
4 per cent. lower than a year ago, but were 9 per cent. 
higher than in the corresponding period of 1935. Com- 
pared with the second quarter of 1938 changes were 
comparatively small. The most important of the five 
increases were 8 per cent. for machinery and 5 per 
cent. for non-ferrous metals. Among groups showing 
declines were manufactured oils (12 per cent.), iron and 
steel and manufactures (10 per cent.), and vehicles (5 
per cent.), while the textile groups showed declines of 
from 4 to 6 per cent. For the class as a whole average 
values of exports were about one per cent. lower than 
in the previous quarter, thus continuing the gradual 
decline since the first quarter of 1938. 


MALAYA 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


The prosperity of Malaya, *writes H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner at Singapore, is dependent on its two major 
industries, rubber and tin—both of which are at the 
present time regulated internationally—and to a lesser 
extent on its agricultural products, of which the prin- 
cipal are copra, areca nuts, pineapples, palm oil and 
‘oconuét oil. 


The year 1937 was a good one for Malaya. Com- 
modity prices, with the exception of those for coffee, 
pineapples and tapioca, showed an improvement on the 
prices in 1936. The rubber releases and the tin quotas 
were well above the figures of 1936, and it is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that exports were at a higher level 
than in any year since 1929, and imports were more 
than in any year since 1980. The balance of trade was

Import TRADE WITH THE 


The position of the United Kingdom in the import 


trade of Malaya improved in the smaller total import 

figures of 1938. In the main this improvement was 

at the expense of Japan, who has lost such a large share 

of her trade through the action of the Chinese com- 

munity in boycotting goods from Japan on account of 

the conflict in the Far East. There have been attempts 
c 
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to import Japanese goods as originating in other coun- 
tries, but these attempts have usually been abortive; 
on a number of occasions United Kingdom goods have 
come under suspicion through malicious rumours. 
Rumour spreads quickly in the bazaars in Malaya, and 
considerable damage can be done to legitimate trade 
before it is dispelled. 


The labour market was disturbed during the past 
year. The reduction in the tin quotas has meant that 
large numbers of Chinese labourers were thrown out of 
employment in the Federated Malay States, and the 
Government had to accelerate a number of public works 
schemes in order to find employment for them. In the 
meantime the immigration quota for male Chinese was 
considerably curtailed. 


The reduction in the rubber releases affected the 
demand for Tamil labour from South India, and, at the 
beginning of 1938, the Labour Department reduced the 
Government-assisted emigration from India. Wage 
rates on estates were reduced during the year. 


At the end of 1937 the economic position of the world 
began to change for the worse, and the possibility of 
another European conflict still further threatened the 
situation in September 1938. The year closed, how- 
ever, with a slightly brighter prospect for the future. 


FOREIGN ‘TRADE, 1929-38 


During the ten years 1929-38 the total trade of 
Malaya has shown considerable fluctuation, determined 
in the main by the world demand for rubber and tin in 
each particular vear.

It will be seen that the value of import trade bears 
a fairly close relationship to the value of export trade 
and that, with the exception of the three years 1930-32, 
there has regularly been a balance in Malaya’s favour. 


Export TRADE 


The total export trade consists mainly of exports of 
Malayan produce, of the re-export of the produce from 
neighbouring countries (which also figures in the import 
trade), and of the re-export of imported and locally 
manufactured goods to neighbouring territories. The 
principal articles included in the Malayan export trade, 
in their order of importance, during the last three years 
are shown as follows.

The reduction in exports of rubber, which include 
rubber transhipped from neighbouring countries, is 
accounted for by the variations in the rubber releases 
sanctioned under the International Rubber Regulation 
Agreement. In exports of tin the situation has been 
affected by the reduction in the quotas fixed under the 
International Tin Control Scheme. 


The decline in the value of exports of copra was due 
to a heavy fall in the price; dealers holding on to stocks 
awaiting an improvement. The export of palm oil has 
increased considerably during the last few years. Apart 
from a very small quantity imported from Sarawak, it 
is all produced in Malaya and shipped principally to the 
United Kingdom and Canada. Coconut oil ship:nents 
have increased in quantity, but owing to a reduction in 
price have fallen in value. It is manufactured in the 
local mills from local and imported copra and shipped 
to many ports in the British Empire, Europe and Asia. 


Import Trapeze, 1934-38 


Imports by parcei post are not separately recorded 
under the countries from which the goods are posted; 
accordingly only the first three classes in the trade 
returns are taken into account for the purpose of calcu- 
lating imports and exports of merchandise. The follow-

From the above table it would appear that the 
United Kingdom share of the import trade was small, 
but it should be remembered that owing to the position 
of Singapore and Penang and their importance as ports 
for entrepot trade, a large quantity of the imports are 
articles of produce received from neighbouring countries 
(the Netherlands Indies, Siam, French Indo-China, 
Sarawak and the State of North Borneo) for eventual 
re-export, after being processed and/or graded. In 
these items of the import trade the United Kingdom 
has no interest, and a truer index of the United King- 
dom share of the import trade is afforded by taking the 
United Kingdom percentage of the trade in manufac- 
tured goods; but, even in this class, there are included 
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a number of items, such as oils, petrol, kerosene, etc. , 
in which the United Kingdom is not interested, and it 
may therefore be safely assumed that the United King- 
dom share of the trade in competitive articles is higher 
than is indicated. 


IMPORTS FROM THE BritisH EMPIRE 


The United Kingdom share of the trade, as also the 
share of the British Empire as a whole, increased in 
1938. The principal imports received from India are 
cotton piece-goods and sarongs, jute piece-goods and 
cunnies, rice, ghee, dhall and coal. Imports from India 
f piece-goods have shown a very remarkable increase 
in the last few years. 
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From Burma the principal articles imported are rice, 
tin ore and concentrates and rubber. From Sarawak, 
rubber, motor spirit, liquid fuel and kerosene comprise 
the bulk of the imports. 

The import trade from Australia is increasing and 
covers a wide field. Wheat flour is the largest indivi- 
dual item, but there is a growing trade in a variety of 
goods, among which may be mentioned condensed milk, 
brandy, fresh fruits, frozen meat, live sheep and butter 
(both tinned and frozen). 

Hong Kong’s trade is also on the increase, cement, 
sugar and cotton underwear contributing nearly half the 
total. Other goods for which there is a large demand 
are groundnut oil, cotton piece-goods, electric hand 
flash lamps and batteries.

KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 


BUTYL ALCOHOL 

A representation has been made to the Board of 
Trade under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, 
regarding secondary Butyl alcohol. 

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as

‘The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by Section one of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period 
as may be specified in the order, any article in respect 
of which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a repre- 
sentation made by a consumer of that article that the 
article is not made in any part of His Majesty’s domi- 
nions in quantities which are substantial having regard 
to the consumption of that article for the time being 
in the United Kingdom, and that there is no reason- 
able probability that the article will within a reason- 
able period be made in His Majesty’s Dominions in 
such substantial quantities.”

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
BOLTS AND NUTS; WOOD SCREWS; JACK 


CHAIN AND MATTRESS HOOKS; NAILS, 
TACKS AND STAPLES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Additional 
Import Duties (No. 6) and (No. 7) Orders, 1939 (S.R. 
& O., 1939, Nos. 773 and 774), which have the effect 
of bringing within the iron and steel licensing scheme 
certain bolts and nuts, wood screws, jack chain (in- 
cluding mattress chain) and mattress hooks, and nails, 
tacks and staples (other than insulated staples). 

Consignments of the above classes of goods imported 
with a certificate of origin and a quota certificate under 
the provisions of Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1936, 
will be admitted on payment of the general ad valorem 
duty of 10 per cent. only. The total quantity of goods 
in respect of which quota certificates may be issued 
will be authorised for each country by the Board of 
Trade in accordance with the provisions of Sub-Section 
(4) of Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1936. Generally, 
the same arrangements have been made for the issue of 
quota certificates and certificates of origin as in the 
case of the products already covered by the iron and 
steel licensing arrangements. 


The Orders have been made to implement agrce- 
ments between the British manufacturers and the 
Continental manufacturers. The main types of wire 
nails and tacks are already covered by international 
agreements, and the additional agreements in regard to 
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nails will bring practically all types under international 
agreements. 

The rates of duty chargeable on unlicensed imports 
of the goods concerned remain at the present levels for 
those classes of goods, with the exception of iron and 
steel screws for wood and iron and steel mattress chain 
and hooks where the following rates of duty will he 
imposed :—

In order to obtain exemption from Customs duty 
exporters must obtain a voucher issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Dublin, which must accompany 
the relevant shipment, and the consignee in Eire must 
obtain from the Revenue Commissioners, Dublin 
Castle, a licence to import the apples. 

At the request of the Government of Eire the Board 
of Trade have agreed to facilitate the distribution of 
the vouchers, and have made arrangements with the

PRESSURE GAUGES IN PORTUGAL 


The Commercial Secretary at Lisbon has forwarded 
a copy of Decree No. 29,710, which renders obligator' 
the verification of pressure gauges used on boilers and 
other vessels subjected to pressures which are liable to 
official tests. The Decree provides also that :- 

(1) The only gauges which may be used are those which 
function by means of a hollow circular spring with 
internal pressure, and are graduated in kilograms 
per square centimetre. 

(2) The

at least one-third, and the working pressure shall 
be marked in red.

(3) On verification, an error of plus or minus two per 
cent. shall be permitted. 

(4) The legal provisions concerning measuring apparatus 
in general are applicable to the pressure gauges 
referred to in the Decree.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES IN IRAQ 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 29 June (page 948), the Commercial Sec- 
retary at Bagdad has now forwarded a translation of 
Regulation 45 of 1939 enforcing the use of metric 
measures in the principal towns of Iraq as from 
3 January 1940.

EXCHANGE AND TRADE CONTROL IN 
NORTH CHINA 


On 6 July the Provisional Government at Peking 
issued a statement to the effect that trade and exchange 
ontrol referred to in the Department of Overseas 
Trade’s Circular G. 22550/38A of 17 March would be 
extended as from 17 July to all exports, and that im- 
porters should select goods for reconstruction, rehabili- 
tation and principal daily necessities only. A preferen- 
tial list of import articles has been published, and the 
Department is prepared to advise exporters whether 
their goods are included therein. (Applications should 
be made to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S8.W.1, quoting Reference 
G, 22550/88 ‘* C.”’) 

The object of the new regulation is stated to be 
omplete convertibility of the notes of the Federal 
Reserve Bank. This Bank has also issued a statement 
providing for the certificate of exchange system pre- 
viously adopted for the twelve export articles originally 
subjected to control. Henceforth, however, the 
Federal Reserve Bank will only sell import cover not 
exceeding 90 per cent. of the export exchange pur- 
chased. Cover for invisible trade remittances will be 
sold if sanctioned by the Governor of the Bank after 
application on a special form. The Bank’s telegraphic 
transfer selling and buying rate of exchange will 
definitely be at 1s. 2d. on London per one F.R.B. 
dollar for spot and forward. 


ARGENTINE PORT WORKS 


The Commercial Counsellor to His Majesty’s 
Embassy at Buenos Aires reports that, the Navigation 
and Ports Department of the Argentine Ministry of 
Public Works have drawn up a scheme for the exten- 
sion of the docking facilities at the Port of Buenos 
Aires, 

The scheme provides for the construction of a number 
of basins and landing stages, but no information has 
been received as to the estimated cost of any part of 
the project or if and when it is proposed to commence 
the work of construction. 


FOREIGN EXCHANGE CONTROL IN 
BOHEMIA-MORAVIA 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received a 
report from the British Vice-Consulate at Prague to the 
effect that a Decree of the Government of the Pro- 
tectorate Bohemia-Moravia, which was published in 
the local press of 9 July and came into force on 10 July, 
introduces a new system of foreign exchange control 
and sets up a Control Board (in German, Ueber- 
wachungsstelle) at the Ministry of Commerce for carry- 
ing out of this control and for assisting to form policy 
with regard to import and export trade and the use of 
industrial raw materials, 

Under this Decree the issue of foreign exchange per- 
mits for the payment of imports is transferred from the 
National Bank to the Ministry of Commerce. ‘* Prior 
allotment ’’ remains the basis of the system. 

Under the former system, whch was put into force 
on 1 May and is now remodelled, importers of all goods 
without exception had— 

(a) to secure an exchange allotment from the 
National Bank before placing their orders abroad; 
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(b) to apply additionally to the Ministry of Com- 
merce for their import licence if the goods that were 
being ordered came under the separate Import Licens- 
ing Regime. 

(c) to apply again to the National Bank after arrival 
of the goods for permission to buy the exchange trans- 
fer, at which stage the importer as a general rule had 
to produce Customs documents showing that the goods 
had actually been cleared through the Customs. 

The new system combines the first and second steps 
and makes the third unnecessary. The importer is now 
required to furnish information under all three heads 
to the Ministry of Commerce only, and he will now 
receive an “‘ exchange certificate ’’ without which the 
goods may not be cleared through the Customs. 

The new regulations do not apply to goods the for- 
warding documents for which attest that they were 
given not later than on 30 June 1939 into the charge of 
forwarding agents for dispatch to a destination in 
Bohemia-Moravia. (For such deliveries the prior allot- 
ment system as put into force on 1 May applies.) 
Furthermore, if a Ministry of Commerce Import 
Licence has already been granted, this document for 
the period of its validity replaces the exchange certifi- 
cate which would otherwise be required under the pro- 
visions of this Decree. 

Goods which were on order before the prior allotment 
system was introduced on 1 May 1939 (that is, old 
contracts) will not be treated differently from new 
orders. For goods already on order but not actually 
delivered the new exchange certificate procedure 
applies as for new orders. 

It will continue to be a guiding principle that goods 
shall have been cleared through the Customs before 
payment may be transferred. This rule, however, may 
be relaxed to the extent that for absolutely indispens- 
able commodities which can be obtained only against 
payment at say London or Continental ports, these 
terms will be allowed as hitherto on condition that the 
authorities are satisfied that the terms in question are 
the standard trade terms of payment such as importers 
have always had to fulfil. No specifie information can 
be given as regards the particular goods for which im- 
porters will be allowed to pay against documents at 
(say) London or Hamburg, as this would depend on 
raw materials policy, the state of the branch of industry 
and the foreign exchange of the National Bank at a 
given time, 


UNITED STATES EXPORT SUBSIDY PAY- 
MENTS ON COTTON AND COTTON GOODS 


The United States Department of Agriculture has 
announced that as from 27 July export subsidy pay- 
ments will be made of 1} cents per lb. on lint cotton 
and of amounts ranging from 1 cent to 2°10 cents per 
lb. on cotton goods produced and processed in the 
United States. 

Cotton and cotton goods exported to Canada, Mexico 
and other areas north of 10° North latitude and east of 
120° West longitude will be excluded from the new 
arrangement until action is taken under Section 22 of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended, or under 
the ‘‘ Jones Bill,’’ which is designed to prevent imports 
of cotton and cotton goods from nullifying the effective- 
ness of the subsidy. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


NOMENCLATURE, DEFINITIONS AND 
SYMBOLS FOR WELDING AND CUTTING 
A revision of B.S. 499 has just been published by 

the British Standards Institution. 

The British Standard Nomenclature, Definitions and 
Symbols for Welding and Cutting was first issued in 1933. 
under the authority of the Mechanical Industry Committee. 

It included a scheme of symbols for indicating welds on 
engineering drawings based on the use of letters to show the 
general form of the weld with a suffix and number relating 
to the details. The scheme has, however, not found general 
favour as being somewhat too complicated. 

The Committee has, therefore, reconsidered the matter 
and has had before it certain proposals of the Institute of

Welding which are based on the use of diagrammatic 
symbols indicating only the more generally used forms of 
welds. The new scheme follows closely the lines suggested 
for international standardisation. 

The modification to the symbols has necessitated a con- 
siderable alteration to the form in which the different welds 
are defined in the glossary. The definitions have been re- 
viewed and have been brought up to date. The extent of 
the modifications to the definitions is, however, compara- 
tively small. 

It is hoped that in its simplified form the scheme of 
symbols now recommended will be acceptable to industry. 
The Committee, whilst appreciating that the introduction of 
this scheme in drawing offices, to supersede present methods, 
may occasion a certain measure of inconvenience, hopes 
nevertheless, that in the interests of national co-ordination, 
the scheme will be widely adopted. 

Added importance is attached to the revision of the 
Standard as the L.C.C. require the symbols on drawings sub- 
mitted to them for approval to be in accordance with the 
British Standard.

TEST CODE FOR FUEL-FIRED FURNACES FOR 
HEATING AND HEAT TREATMENT PURPOSES 


A British Standard Code (No. 859) has just been 
issued dealing with the testing of continuous and inter- 
mittent furnaces with or without recuperators or 
regenerators, for heating and heat treatment purposes. 

lt provides for two forms of test, viz. :— 

Part 1. A short, simple code for carrying out, at mini- 
mum cost, simplified industrial tests for 
evaluating the performance of furnaces as 
effective and economic units. 

Part 2. A comprehensive code for the complete evalua- 
tion of the performance and the efficiency of 
furnaces. 

The Code is applicable to mill and forge furnaces for the 
continuous and batch heating of ingots, slabs, blooms and 
billets and to a wide range of fixed hearth, bogie and con- 
veyor type furnaces employed by the iron and steel industry 
for the reheating and heat treatment of rolled, forged or 
cast products. 

It is also applicable to certain furnaces used in the non- 
ferrous and other industries. 

The Committee responsible for drafting this Test Code 
have endeavoured to make it as comprehensive as possible 
in regard to its application and, although various specific 
types of furnaces are provided for, it must be realised 
that other types exist and still more will be evolved in the 
future. 

The Code may therefore not be applicable to all such fur- 
naces but, nevertheless, will serve as a guide.

DISTRIBUTION BOARDS 


The British Standard Specification for distribution 
boards has been revised and recently issued as B.S. 
214-1939. 

The new edition covers a considerably wider field than 
the 1929 edition, since it includes phase-splitting distribu- 
tion boards, circuit-breaker distribution boards, switch and 
fuse distribution boards. It also covers boards up to 100 
amperes per outgoing circuit operating on voltages that do 
not exceed 250 volts to earth. 

Metal cased boards whether of cast or fabricated con- 
struction are specified in detail, and weatherproof require- 
ments are given. 

Wood-cased boards and boards with glass fronts are also 
included and the Specification lays down the minimum 
dimensions of wood and weights of glass which shall be used 
to provide adequate mechanical strength. 

Cases of insulating material are also, for the first time, 
recognised as standard, and tests for the degree of inflam- 
mability are referred to.

ANNUAL REPORTS OF DIVISIONAL 
INSPECTORS OF MINES 
The Secretary for Mines announces that important 


changes have been made this year in the contents and 
arrangement of the Annual Reports of H.M. Divisional 
Inspectors, which will be issued‘ over the next few weeks 
as and when the printing can be completed. 


Some re-arrangement was rendered essential by the 
changes made last year in the accident classification, around 
which has always been grouped the most important section 
of these reports dealing with the prevention of accidents, 
and the opportunity has been taken to improve and expand 
the statistical information given by the Reports. 


The accident classification now comprises some 60 different 
headings instead of about 30 as previously, and this has 
permitted of a more detailed sub-division of the main causes 
of aceident, which should prove a more useful guide than 
the previous classification to all who study and deal with 
the problems of accident prevention. 


The statistical material now comprises figures for all 
accidents disabling more than three days, as well as report- 
able and serious accidents (thus reverting to a practice 
suspended some years ago), but the figures for the three-day 
accidents relate to the previous year, since the tabulation 
of the current year’s figures cannot be completed in time 
for inclusion in these Reports. Other changes in regard to 
statistics are the inclusion of a table comparing the accident 
rates per 100,000 manshifts worked, per 1,000 persons em- 
ploved and per million tons raised, with the average corre- 
sponding rate for the preceding three years, for each main 
category of accidents.

OUTPUT AND EMPLOYMENT AT 
METALLIFEROUS MINES. 


The Mines Department has issued a statement relating 
to the output and employment at metalliferous mines, 
quarries, etc., during the quarter ended 31 March 1939, 
in continuation of the series beginning with the year 1922. 
The statement shows the quantity and the net selling value 
of the output during the quarter of iron ore and ironstone, 
tin ore (dressed), lead ore (dressed), zine ore (dressed), 
barytes and witherite, fluorspar, arsenical pyrites and iron 
pyrites, arsenical soot and white arsenic and certain other 
non-ferrous metalliferous minerals, as well as the average 
metal content of the iron, tin, lead and zinc ore raised. 


{It also shows the number of persons employed at the 
mines, quarries and works covered by the statement at 
the end of March 1939 distinguishing wage-earners and 
clerks and salaried persons in various age and occupational 
groups, and particulars of the prices of metals during the 
quarter.

Engagements of British seamen last quarter numbered 
105,184, and showed a decline of 1,498 (1:4 per cent.) com- 
pared with the second quarter of 1938, though their pro- 
portion of the total engagements rose from 97-3 to 97°6 per 
The decline was due to a reduction in the number of 

white seamen. The number of engagements of 

seamen fell from 2,935 to 2,571, decreases being 
each category except Chinese.

As a result of the total net decrease of 2,162 in the en- 
gagements of white seamen, their proportion of the total fell 
from 97-0 per cent, in the June quarter of 1938 to 96-7 per 
cent. last quarter. Engagements of Chinese and Arab 
seamen, on the other hand, were numerically as well as pro- 
portionately greater than a year earlier. 


For the first six months of this year the engagements of 
British seamen numbered 197,174, this total being lower by 
2,598 (1:3 per cent.) than a year earlier. The corresponding 
decline in engagements of foreign seamen (451) was propor- 
tionately much larger, and the British proportion of the 
total rose from 97-3 to 97-5 per cent.

CROP EXPORT 


General trade conditions remain quiet. 

In Barbados, the majority of the sugar factories have 
finished reaping, and the estimate for the 1939 crop is now 
given at just over 157,000 tons. Good rains are still badly 
needed for the young canes. 

From Jamaica, banana exports for the year to 17 June 
amounted to 8,675,552 stems as compared with 10,103,627 
stems in the corresponding period of 1938; prices ranged 
from 3s. to 3s. 3d. per count bunch. Up to 20 June 116,000 
tons of sugar had been manufactured. Reports indicate 
that the pimento crop will not be a large one and will be 
late. Ginger is in poor demand. The honey crop is re- 
ported to be below normal. 


_ In Trinidad, the approximate sugar output for the year 
is 128,000 tons, as compared with 133,000 tons in 1938. The 
continued dry weather has adversely affected the young 
canes. The cocoa market continues strong. The produc- 
tion of oil is steadily increasing; exports for the year to 
the end of May amounted to 246,536,973 gallons, as com- 
pared with 226,747,042 gallons for the corresponding period 
of 1938. It would appear that a good tourist season has 
been enjoyed. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, the 
Antigua sugar crop is practically finished, and it is ex-

tured. The St. Kitts Sugar Factory has made 32,500 tons 
of sugar up to 16 June and the crop is expected to close 
with about 37,000 tons. All sugar factories in St. Lucia 
have completed reaping, and yields have been satisfactory. 
Banana exports for the year to 16 June amounted to 18,020 
stems as compared with 37,550 stems for the corresponding 
period of 1938. The lifting of the arrowroot crop in St. 
Vincent is practically over; exports for the year to end 
of May were 19,932 barrels as compared with 17,105 barrels 
for the corresponding period of last year. 


In British Guiana weather conditions are favourable for 
the autumn sugar crop. Rum exports to the end of May 
were 271,366 gallons as compared with 662,472 gallons for 
the corresponding period of 1938. The continued wet 
weather has delayed rice milling, but conditions have been 
favourable for planting. Bauxite exports for the first five 
months of this year totalled 115,420 tons as compared with 
126,957 tons for the corresponding period of last year.— 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA 


ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS IN MAY

CYPRUS 


CROP REPORT 

The weather was unsettled during the first week of June 
and heavy rain and hail fell in various localities. The quality 
ot the cereals stacked on the threshing floors suffered con- 
siderably and several melon fields were damaged, but the 
main fruit growing areas escaped with little damage. 
During the remainder of the month the weather was hot and 
dry with an occasional windstorm. 

Wheat harvesting is completed and threshing is progressing. 
New wheat is on the market. Production is very good. Barley 
harvesting is also completed and threshing is in full swing ; 
production is very good, Potato lifting is nearing the end; 
production is moderate, but quality is good; there is a good 
demand for seed potatoes for export. Lifting of new crop 
onions has started. High prices are now offered for small lots 
but this is not a true indication of future sales, The area under 
cotton is below average; germination has been affected by the 
unstable climatic conditions; germinated plants are growing 
well. Flax deseeding is practically completed. Cumin thresh- 
ing is nearing the end; there is a moderate demand for cumin 
seed, 

The citrus export season has closed; the new orange crop is 
developing satisfactorily and is estimated to be better than 
last year; lemon trees also bear a satisfactory crop. 

The almond crop is only moderate. Carob bearing is rather 
thin and general production will probably: be less than last 
year. ‘Reports from many districts regarding olives show that 
damage caused by hot winds to the setting of the fruit was 
heavy and bearing is very poor. Wine bearing is still heavy.

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SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa :— 

Many sections of general business have been less active 
owing to stock-taking, but conditions generally remain 
steady and an early seasonal improvement is expected. 
Conditions in the building trade are unchanged at the larger 
centres except Jchannesburg, where the outlook is reported 
to be less satisfactory as employers and employees are un- 
able to reach an agreement on the question of granting 
paid holidays to employees. The value of building plans 
passed at -lohanneshurg in June was £298,059, making a 
total value for the municipal financial year ended 30 June 
1939 of £6,549,882, compared with £8,392,688 for the pre- 
vious year. Farming conditions and prospects on the whole 
show little change, although reports indicate that the soft 
fruit crop will be disappointing owing to the spell of un- 
seasonable warm weather.

Arrivals 
of mohair at Port Elizabeth comprise oddments and mixed 
hair; good-length descriptions are selling at unchanged 
rates, but there is no demand for very short and seedy 
types. 

Increased supplies of sun-dried hides have sold at un- 
changed rates. Local tanners are showing interest in cer- 
tain types of dry-salted hides. Merino sheepskins are meet- 
ing with good competition and prices are firm; supplies 
consist chiefiy of medium and short wools and are being 
taken principally for all French account. Capeskins are in 
demand on American account. Offerings of Angoras have 
increased and prices are fractionally better. Goatskins 
supplies are increasing 
and are being taken chiefly on American account. 

Ostrich wing feathers are firm, and body goods, supplies 
of which are short, are in strong demand at higher rates. 

Wattlebark is firm and extract unchanged. 

Wholesale trade in soft goods is steady, but retail sales 
at some centres have been adversely affected by the un- 
seasonable weather. 

Conditions in the secondary industries show little change.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The business reports during June show that the indica- 
tions of improvement which appeared in the middle of May 
were well founded. Some observers had feared that the 
slackening in the early spring, which dropped the Federal 
Reserve index of industrial production from 98 for March 
to 92 for April and May, marked a major turn downwards, 
but the rebound is proof to the contrary. The industries 
have been getting more orders, they have maintained opera- 
tions better than is usually expected at the approach of 
summer, and in some cases have increased their schedules. 
According to preliminary figures, the production index for 
June will be back near the March level. 

Evidently the spring slackening was a matter of minor 
adjustments, complicated by the war menace, the coal 
strike, and unseasonable weather; and when these depres- 
sing influences lifted, business was in shape to regain the 
lost ground. Whether it will move on ahead to a more satis- 
factory level of course remains uncertain. 

It was to be expected that trade would improve with the 
weather, and that after the coal strike there would be not 
only a sharp increase in coal production, but a pickup in 
other lines where concern as to coal supplies had limited 
operations. Part of the betterment is due to abatement 
of the war threat, and the danger of shock from that 
quarter is always to be considered, as indicated by the 
renewed tension over Danzig. 

Nevertheless, the fact that the present level of business 
is well supported has been demonstrated. While produc- 
tion was slackening, consumption has been sustained. Fac- 
tory pay-rolls and farm incomes are larger than a year 
ago, and will buy more owing to lower prices. The Govern- 
ment is supporting construction and relief work, and 
spreading purchasing power through its cash deficit at an 
average rate of 250 million dollars or more a month. Con- 
servative buying policies have kept the markets orderly, 
commitments for merchandise and raw materials are low 
and inventories in distributors’ and manufacturers’ hands 
present no troublesome problems. Monetary influences are 
all of a kind to support business, and industrial costs, while 
high, are not rising.—National City Bank of New York.

UNITED KINGDOM—ROU MANIA 
TRADE AND PAYMENTS 
I—TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


With reference to the Notice which appeared in the 
‘** Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 8 September 1938 (page 351) 
regarding the provisions of the Anglo-Roumanian Payments 
Agreement of 2 September last, attention is drawn to an 
Agreement regarding trade and payments between the 
United Kingdom and Roumania which was signed on 12 July 
and which came into force on 17 July. 


Copies of the new Agreement (Cmd. 6063) may be obtained 
from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, price 6d. net. 

Details as to the working of the Agreement are given in a 
pamphlet (R.M. No. 3) issued by the Anglo-Roumanian 
Clearing Office, 35, Cromwell Road, South Kensington, 
London, S.W.7. 


In general the procedure under the previous Agreement is 
maintained and provision is also made that payments made 
or received under either Agreement shall be regarded as a 
valid payment or receipt. The chief points of difference re- 
late to (a) the introduction of a system of advance pay- 
ments; (lb) the opening of a Miscellaneous Account which 
provides for the transfer of the balances of ship passenger 
fares and insurance premiums; (c) the allocation of addi- 
tional sums for the purposes of paying outstanding trade 
debts, and (d) an alteration in the percentage of the 
amounts available in the Compensation Transactions 
Account for the purchase of United Kingdom goods and for 
the purchase of any goods through a United Kingdom firm. 


(a) Advance Payments.—Importers of Roumanian goods 
may with the consent of the Clearing Office make payments 
through the usual machinery in advance of the actual im- 
port of the goods, and provision is made for the subsequent 
repayment of any sum so paid in excess of the amount of 
the debt for goods when it has been finally determined. 


(b) Ship Passenger Fares and Insurance Premiums.— 
One-half of the percentage of the sterling proceeds of com- 
pensation exports formerly surrendered to the National 
Bank of Roumania are to be paid into the Miscellaneous 
Account up to a maximum of £70,000 a year from the date 
of the entry into force of the Agreement, These sums are to 
be used for the transfer of balances of ship passenger fares 
collected in Roumania on behalf of United Kingdom ship- 
ping companies and for the transfer of balances of insurance 
premiums due to persons in the United Kingdom from 
persons in Roumania. The amount available for the 
transfer for ship passenger monies is to be £24,000 a year. 
The sterling is to be allocated for transfer at the Roumanian 
official rate of exchange prevailing at the date of allocation 
together with the premium at which sterling is sold by the 
National Bank of Roumania. 


(c) Payment of Outstanding Trade Debts.—In addition to 
the monthly allocation of £38,500 available to liquidate out- 
standing trade debts which fell due in respect of goods im- 
ported into Roumania before 12 September 1988, an amount 
of £25,000 is also to be allocated in each month from 
1 August 1939 to 31 March 1940, and also surpluses from 
Sub Account A. 


(d) Compensation Transactions Account. — Under the 
previous Agreement 50 per cent. of the sterling in the Com- 
pensation Transactions Account had to be used for payment 
in respect of goods grown, produced, or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom and exported to Roumania but under the 
present Agreement the amount is now 30 per cent. On the 
other hand, 50 per cent. of the sums available could be used 
for payment in respect of any goods imported into 
Roumania but purchased through the United Kingdom and 
this has now been increased to 70 per cent. with the proviso 
that if it is not used for the purchase of United Kingdom 
goods it shall be utilised as far as possible for payment in 
respect of goods grown, produced or manufactured in a 
British overseas territory, colony or territory under British 
protection, or mandated territory in respect of which a 
mandate is exercised by the Government of the United 
Kingdom and Great Britain and Northern Ireland. The 
percentage of sterling to be surrendered in the case of com- 
pensation trade imports of the goods mentioned in the 
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Commercial Treaties and Arrangements—Continued 
UNITED KINGDOM—ROUMANIA—Continued 


annexe to the Agreement has been increased in each case 
(except rye) by five. 

(c) Consultative Committee.—The Agreement also pro- 
yides for the appointment of a Consultative Committee to 
consider any difficulties which may arise in the working of 
the Agreement or any other difficulty in respect of trade and 
payment between Roumania and the United Kingdom. Pro- 
yision is made for recommendations by the Committee to 
make additional payments out of the Miscellaneous Account 
and to recommend an alteration in the percentages of the 
sterling proceeds of Roumanian exports to the United 
Kingdom (other than oil and compensation exports) which 
are now surrendered to the General United Kingdom 
Account, the United Kingdom Goods Account and the 
Special Account. These recommendations would be carried 
into effect by Agreement between the Clearing Office and 
the National Bank of Roumania. 


I[—PurcHase oF YARNS, ETC., PROVIDED FOR BY PROTOCOL. 
TO THE AGREEMENT 
The protocol provides that the Roumanian Government 
will arrange for the purchase in the United Kingdom of 
the following goods to the value stated, to be delivered 
before 1 January 1940:— 
Extra hard cotton yarns for peasant use to the value 
of £100,000. 
Cotton yarns for industrial use to the value of £350,000. 
Woollen and worsted yarns to the value of £100,000. 
Carded wool to the value of £200,000. 


The Roumanian Government will issue in duplicate special 
import licences specifying the class and value of the goods 
to be imported, referring to the above arrangement. Im- 
ports will be made through the normal trade channels. A 
copy of the licence must be furnished without delay by the 
importer to the United Kingdom supplier, and the 
Roumanian authorities will furnish to the Board of Trade a 
list of Roumanian importers permitted to import goods 
under the arrangement. 

The contracts for the purchase of goods must provide for 
delivery to be taken within fifteen days of the arrival of 
the goods at the place of delivery and for payment in 
sterling within thirty days of the handing over of docu- 
ments. 

Payment for the extra hard cotton yarns for peasant use 
will be made out of the balance of sterling standing to the’ 
credit of the Roumanian National Institute of Co-operatives 
in the United Kingdom Goods Account of the Anglo- 
Roumanian Clearing, and copies of the contracts for the 
purchase of the goods, together with copies of the respective 
import licences, must be furnished by the United Kingdom 
supplier to the Clearing Office. 

In the case of purchases of goods other than extra hard 
cotton yarns for peasant use the contracts are to be regarded 
as contracts made by the Roumanian Government for the 
purpose of the Guarantee Agreement (see III below). Pay- 
ment will not be made through the Anglo-Roumanian clear- 
ing office but will be made direct to the exporter by the 
foumanian Government through the Midland Bank, 
Limited (Overseas Branch), in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Guarantee Agreement. Copies of the con- 
tracts are to be furnished by the Roumanian Minister to the 
Export Credits Guarantee Department who shall have the 
right to require production by the United Kingdom supplier 
of a copy of the special import licences. 

All exports made under the provisions of the protocol 
must be accompanied by a certificate of United Kingdom 
origin. 


ITI—GvuaRANTEE AGREEMENT 


A Guarantee Agreement was signed on 12 July in the form 
of an Exchange of Letters providing for the giving of 
guarantees by the Board of Trade in connection with pur- 
chases of United Kingdom goods by the Roumanian Govern- 
ment, The amount to be guaranteed is approximately 
£5,500,000. The Roumanian Government will issue bonds up 
to this amount, the principal and interest of which will be 
guaranteed by the Board of Trade. The money raised by the 
Roumanian Government from the sale of these bonds will be 
used for the purchase of goods produced in the United 
Kingdom. 

The selection of the goods to be purchased under the 
agreement will rest primarily with the Roumanian 
authorities,

WILD BIRDS (DUCK AND GEESE) PROTECTION 
ACT, 1939 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise give notice 
that the Wild Birds (Duck and Geese) Protection Act, 
1939, prohibits the importation into the United Kingdom 
of any dead wild duck or dead wild goose during the period 
heginning with the first day of February and ending with 
the eleventh day of August in any year. The Act defines 
‘wild duck’ as meaning eider duck, mallard, pochard, 
shelldrake, shoveller, smew, teal, widgeon and wild duck 
of any other species, except merganser and goosander, 
and ‘ wild goose ”? as meaning a wild goose of any species. 
The Act comes into force on 1 August 1939.

NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (RENEWALS) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that under the provisions of Royal Decree 
No. 25 of 1 July 1939, the existing restrictions on the 
importation of the following goods into the Netherlands are 
prolonged for a further period of twelve months from 
1 August 1939 to 31 July 1940 as shown below :— 

Woven iron netting—80 per cent. of the average sur- 
face imported during twelve months of the basis 
years 1936 and 1937. 

Other metal gauze—80 per cent. of the average gross 
weight imported during twelve months of the basis 
years 1936 and 1937. 

Exemptions: 

Platina metal gauze—Samples without commercial value 
which have been manufactured abroad for the 
account of a firm or individual resident or estab- 
lished in the Netherlands, and goods which are 
wholly or partly exempt from import duty or 
statistical duty under one or more clauses of the 
existing acts are also exempt from the above 
restrictions. 


Certificates of origin are required for all consignments of 
the above other than parcel post consignments not destined 
for the trade. 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON SEWING 
THREADS 


The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded a trans- 
lation of the Cotton Sewing Thread Import Ordinance, 1939 
(Staatsblad No. 363 dated 30 June 1939) which provides 
that during the period of twelve months from 1 July 1939 
to 30 June 1940, inclusive, the importation into the Nether- 
lands East Indies of cotton sewing thread in excess of

The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded a translation of a Ministerial Decree dated 
18 January 1939, revising the regulations regarding the 
supervision of the manufacture and sale of cosmetic pre- 
parations, whether produced in Poland or imported. 

Cosmetic preparations are defined in the Decree as pre- 
parations for the skin and fingernails, for the hair and for 
the mouth and teeth, Certain of these preparations are 
subject to registration either at the Polish Ministry of Social 
Welfare or at the State Hygienic Institute in Warsaw, 
according to the nature and use of the preparation.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjecte 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
oi a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; genera! 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and address of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


ENQUIRIES 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
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Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre. 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department wil 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 
When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information jg 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
isked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
x governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.

RECENT REPORTS 


Australia, DECEMBER, 1938. (No. 724.) 
At the time of the last report in November, 1937, the outlook was highly 
promising but largely owing to a continuous decline in wheat and wool 
prices and to adverse climatic conditions in the 1937/38 season the present 
position is less favourable. 
Given freedom from external political anxiety and a return of good seasons 
and higher prices, Australia may not suffer so seriously as might otherwise 
be expected in the light of the largely reduced monetary returns received 
during the past year for the principal exports. 
In an exhaustive analysis of import trade “ Competitive ’’ items are 
separated so as to give a clear view of the relative position of the United 
Kingdom supplier. Of imported goods valued at {80 million the United 
Kingdom supplied 57 per cent., but United Kingdom interests are warned 
that if they are to retain their position in the market, greater efforts must be 
made to cater for a demand for types of goods different from those hitherto 
supplied. 
Other subjects dealt with are finance, Australian production both primary and 
secondary, tariff questions, transport and communications, social conditions 
and recent legislation.

Hungary, Marcu, 1939. (No. 725.) 
The Anschluss of 1938 was an important event in the economic life of 
Hungary and its effect on the trade of the country is clearly illustrated in 
this report. 
In spite of the heavy reduction in the volume of Hungary’s total foreign trade 
in the year 1938, as compared with 1937, both imports from and exports 
to the United Kingdom remained practically on the same footing.

The first report on this country in this series since December, 1935. A very 
satisfactory economic and financial position is revealed. Imports from the 
United Kingdom have shown a steady increase since the conclusion of a trade 
agreement in 1934 and the United Kingdom continues to be the principal 

purchaser of Estonian products.
